As everyone knows, researchers finally did 
develop a serum that would prevent polio. 
The serum even survived the tragedy of 
faulty batches of serum, some of which vas 
\m6 on children in Magic Valley. 

Now there is no further need to fear polio. 
A3 a disease ol epidemic posslblllUo.';, It is 
dead and there is no more need for concern 
than measles or some other rather common 
childhood ailment. Anyway, that should be 
the situation.

appealed to parents to obtain poilo vacci-i 
nations for their children.

It has been proved 
conclusively that safety belts savo lives yet 
only a handful of people make use of them 
Polio Bcrum cannot give protection against
